Correa teaches a filter including dielectric resonator cavities and a coupling strip. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach the claimed filter including coaxial 
resonators with each cavity having a portion of a transmission line coupling the 
resonators where said coupling is arranged by a coupling element to form an 
attenuation peak in a response curve of the filter the natural frequencies of the coaxial 
resonators differing from each other to shape the response curve of the filter.
